St. Louis. Mo., June 15,— Tli 
nomination of McKiuley being an a!

In 
order to increase the power, it is 
necessary that the source of oneriry 
should be stationary and the eiierpy 
transmitted to the moviog train, and 
the oiiiy practical way of accomplish- 
ing this on a large aoato is bjK.««i- 
ploying electricity. An eleottiOBl 
engine may be made to develop al- 
most any amount of jwwer, and still 
be within the weight and bu:k of the 
ordinary locomotive. In regard to 
the question of supplying a long 
road with a powerful high- ten 
current, I would say that v 
trains are propelled by steam 
necessary to employ a largo number 
of separate engines. Why, then, 
should there be any objection to 
using a large number of engines for 
an electric railroad. It certainly 
costs no mor«> to run a statioaary 
engine than a Nx-omotive engine, and 
the engines for supplying the C 
rent could !»• phw.-a at regular 
terval-! along tlu> iiac. The tension 
of the current miglit be, say, from 
2,000 to 6,000 volts. The main con 
duoton slMNild be thorouglilr in- 
sulated and protected from atmoe- 
pheric tnfluencee. The aetuai rub- 
bing surface, transmitting the oor- 
rent to the moving train, should be 
in relatively short sections," and oon- 
necte<l to the main conductor only 
while the train i.s actually passing, 
the latter being provided with suit- 
able apparatas for switching the 
current in ahead of the train and 
cutting it out after the train has 
passed. In this manner there would 
be very little loss of current, even at 
a very high tension, and nearly all 
danger of accidents would be avoided. 
Witli the present steam engines it 
necessary to use the very best 
quality of coal, costing at least twice 
aji much per ton as the cheap coal. 
A locomotive steam engine lias of 
necessity to be a high pressure, 
non'^ndenalBir *aA the ex- 

haust siMMi ha* »t»^ discharged 
' consideraMjr ttiore tiian an 
atmosphere of pressure, because it 
) employed for inducing the 
draught. Moreover, for reasons be- 
fore .stjited, a locomotive «ngine must 
be limited in size. 

A stationary engine, however, may 
be made of any size. It may be a 
compound condensing or a triple ex- 
pansion engine. Large boilers may 
be employed, having a very large 
heating surface in proportion to the 
coal consumed, and the grate sur- 
face may l)e of any size, so that a 
very cheap coal may be employed. 
In this manner the cost of develop- 
ing a given horse power costs 60 per- 
cent less than it does cm ths Ioqo- 
motive.— Cassiei's Magadne. 

Winding Stairs. 

There is a fine chance for some 
architect to do good work in start- 
ing a crusade against winding stairs. 
While there are places in old houses 
where nothing else seems to answer, 
this is a very poor argument in fa- 
vor o! btiilding new houses in this 
way. Bvery stairway should go up 
with straight steps and square, 
roomy landings. In planning the 
hou.'^e this slxiukl be allowed for. A 
few inches more (jf space given to 
the hall and stairs will make it easy 
to arrange them in this way. and 
might save a life or a limb. There 
have been falls, accidents, sprains. 
Injuries and frights on account of 
windmg sti^rwsijrs, sad it seems the 
extreme o( foUy to l«M»' OKX>rtun- 
ities for such disasters whan a little 
care and forethought will do away 
with the danger. 

Almost all stairways, especially 
those in country and farmhouses, 
are so steep ae to invite mishaps. 
Only those accastomed to them can 
go up and down thorn with any feel- 
ing of safety.— X. Y. Ledger.

country. He found so many citioii 
and towns in PonnsyK'ania whei 
the laws prohibited "acting bears" 
that he reached LaportA, Sullivan 
county, with no money ia pocket. 
Then the Italian was tff hunger 
forced to go into tlie woods to 
work. Punti would not part with 
lis bear. Together they lived in a 
i)g hut in the lumber camp. Six 
months passed, when one day the 
dancing bear was found at home 
with two half-grown bear compan- 
ions. Punti was somewhat afraid at 
first, but soon managed to "get ac- 
quainted" with the arrivals. He 
kipi Uie three bears, and with the 
aid of the first bear he began to 
teach the new ones how to do tricks. 

In the spring Punti had to pilot 
rafts down the Loyals(x-k creek to 
the sawmill at Mountainville. On 
of these trips it occurred to him 
tliat he might teach the bears how 
to guide a raft. He no sooner re- 
turned to his mountainous home 
than he started to work. 

The bears had been used to hold- 
ing the balancing pole with their 
forepaws and the next thing to do 
was to teach them to use it different- 
ly. Last season it was not unusual 
for the people of Forksvill© to see a 
raft going down the creek with two 
men and three bears on it Bruin, 
as he called the first bear, was al 
ways kept at the rear end of the 
raft, and Johnny and Ovssie were on 
the front part 

On these trips the bears were 
taught how to keep the rafts from 
running against the banks of the 
creek and got acquainted with the 
t>ends of the stream. Aided by signs 
and calls they became, Punti 
thought, able to run a raft 

He did not put them to the test 
until last week. They ran the rafts 
successfully. The first trip Punti 
was on the same raft with the 
bears and they did their work so 
well that last week he made up two 
rafts and started for the west branch 
of the Susquehanna river. The rafts 
were of logs and started from near 
Hillsgrove. 

On the first raft Bruin and 
Johnny were placed. On the second, 
which followed closely, Punti and 
the bear Gussio were the pilots. 
Punti, by calling "right" and "left" 
told the bear at oar which way to 
push or pull, while at the same time 
"No. 1 Johnny" and "No. 2 Johnny" 
told the bear at the front end of the 
raft on which side to use the pike 
pole. 

At a sharp curve 20 miles from this 
city a log jam was observed. Punti 
hurriedly tied up his raft and, run- 
ning aliead, succeeded in btmrdin;^ 
the one manned by liruin and 
Johnny. This he also ran to shore 
and tied up. The jam was about 
15 feet high and blocked the stream. 
Punti took Johnny with him to 
break the jam.

BarMm of Acrliealtara. Labor iind statlittcf 
— CoiKlitloiix Jiinft I . tunn. 

The report ou crop conditiou-. Juiii 
1 is made up from the replies received 
from 214 correspondents, representing 
110 counties. 

SjSecial effort has been made to as- 
ccitaiu the tnic couditiou of the 
wheat crop ou Juu^? 1, uot oulv iu 
Kentucky, but aUo in the principal 
winter wheat growing States. A full 
report from them would delay the la 
suauce of this bulletin longer than is 
desirable. We are, therefort!, ouly 
able to give the condition in the 
States of Missouri, lowu, Kjinsas and 
Ohio. In Missouri the condition is 
"6, being a falling off of 7 points 
since May 1. In Ohio the condition 
is 49 as against 56 on May i. In 
Iowa the condition is 96. In Kansas, 
69. Both Missouri and Ohio report 
great damage from insects. 

WHEAT. 

In reviewing the condition of the 
wheat crop, it is necessary, on account 
of the une<iual distribution of the 
rainfall during the montha Of April 
and May, to separate the weatem sec- 
tion of the State from the central and 
eastern portion. In the central and 
•astern portion practically had no 
rainfall from the first of April to 
about May 26, with the result that 
the average dropped from 74 on May 
* to 67 on June 1 f<» this section. '

COBN. 

The corn crop is the only exception 
to the general complaint of crops 
damaged by drouth. An excellent 
stand was obtained and the crop, gen- 
erally speaking, is in a very advanced 
stage for the season. In the central 
and eastern portions of the State the 
crop has made steady growth during 
the drouth, while in the absence of 
the usual wet weather interference 
with work the crop has received the 
unusual good eultivatioa up to the 
beginning a| the nii|a. 9ma« that 
time it is mginninlir t6 sho<r> the>need 

In the Weatern counties where the 
rainfall has been more bountiful dur- 
ing April and May, the late excessive 
rains have put the crop in bad coudi- 
tiou as regards cultivation. Many 
correspondents report the fields as be- 
ing overrun with grass aud weeds. It 
is also being badly damaged in low- 
lands by overflow. 

Reports still show an unusual 
large per cent, of 1895 crop still iu 
farmers' hands. The condition over 
the State averages 93.

TOBACCO.

with the result that a larger percent- 
age of the crop was set prior to June 
1 than ever before iu the history of th( 
tobacco-growing industry in tht 
The reports show that on 
average over the State 88 per cent, 
the crop has been set The stand 
excellent except in the low lam 
where the plants are repotted 
drowned from overflow. The tobacco 
fields are in common with the corn 
fields suffering from want of ciil 
tion and from overflow in the bottoms. 
The acreage as compared with an 
average year is 82. As compar 
ed with 1895 the acreage is 92. 

The hemp-growiug section lies 
wholly in that portion of the State 
where the drouth was severest. 
The effect on the crop is plainly 
shown in the general average for con- 
dition, which is 72. 

The acreage, which was estimated 
at 106 on May 1 has been reduced by 
late-sown crops perishing. This ' 
crease has been repaired to some 
tent by re-sowing.. 

MEADOWS. 

The condition of meadows is very 
generally poor. The drouth, com- 
mencing as it did with the beginning 
of spring, has permitted little growth 
to be made until the time is passed 
for repairing the loss. Some corres 
pondents report good clover meadow, 
but no report of good condition of 
timothy is received. In the Western 
counties, the army is reported as de 
stroying any prospect that might have 
exited. Correspondents, however, re- 
port the late rains as having a reju- 
venating effect, but it is not probal)le 
the improvement will result in more 
than making good pastures of the

Fruit has uot escaped the effects of 
the drouth. While the condition of 
peaches and grapes still remain excel- 
lent, apples are reported as dropping, 
iresumable from the effects of the 
ry weather, until from many sections 
the apple crop is repoited a failure. 
The most sanguine correspondent 
does not estimate the apple crop at 
over 50 per cent. The blackbmny 
crop is generally reported the finest 
in years.

fem^TING WILD Hooa 

How the 8p»rl l» 9on<luctecl In 
Louisiana Canebrslffs. 

Dowh fn *Lotiisiana the hunting of 
wild hogs is not as exciting as the 
boar hunts of the Black forest of 
Germany. In the latter country tho 
.ijiiirt is attendoLi with cmsiderablo 
dan^rcr to the .opoi t.-imn,;i; in Louisi- 
ana aU the huntK^r need do is to sit 
on the fence and watch the dogs as 
they attend to tlio busi'.T's^. In 
Catahoula county is a pet^uliar breed 
of canine known as the hog dog. 
Their ancestors herded and bunted 
wild hogs many years ago, and 
strongly hae the histiBott be«i de- 
veloped ti>«t theprese(tiitl|%seecl8 
no training whatever. They tliice as 
naturally to "rounding up" wild 
hogs as a spaniel U> v.-atcr. 

The wild bog of the Louisiana 
cancbrake is an animal to be shunned 
^ eyef^poe not clad in steel armor. 
Ho is as fierce oi a mountain lion 
and absolutely tireless in a fight; 
very ajy^e^sivc, and needs only a 
hint to arouse his fighting temper. 
Louisiana hunters treat the wild hog 
with great respect until ho is se- 
curely trapped. Then they shoot 
1 eat him. In the thick woods of 
Catahoula county are large berdi 
those wild razor-back hogs, 
hunt them afoot, oven when armed 
with a rifle, is an unpleasantly dan- 
gerous sport. A good marksman 
might easily kill one wild hog, but if 
charged by a drove, the top of the 
nearest tree would be the safest re- 
treat for him. At the same time, the 
flesh of the wild hog is very good — 
if there is no wild turkey — and so 
this is the way tho shrewd Louisiana 
planters secure their quarry. 

The trained hog dog, at a signal of 
his master, goes scurrying off in the 
woods much as a sheop dog goes 
after a flock of lambs. The dog 
beats about, barking and yelping 
furiously. Wild hogs object to the 
society of dogs, and so before long a 
herd of wild hogs is rounded up pre- 
pared to argue the question. The 
dog, still barking loudly, pretends 
to rush furiously at the hogs. Ho 
is trained to do that. When a few 
yards away he turn* and retr^ts. 
The hogs accept the challenge and 
give chase. On the outskirts of the 
w(H)ds a larf.'e \>cn is built, with one 
gate. If the dog is a good one — and 
all hog dogs are said by Louisiana 
hunters to be good— be has no 
trouble in leading the infuriated 
riBor-backs directly to this corral 
The dog dashes into the corral, the 
wild hogs, blind with rage and anger, 
following closely behind.

This spcms a large order for cut 
flowers, fjut it represents the qi 
lity sent off by one steamer dm 
the seaaott-rrom the Isles of So 
At the basiest time tiii.s will In 
pea ted three times a week for wi 
in succession, and occasionally .30 
ton.s li.ive been sent at one time. 
The quf-stioa who was the first ex- 
porter from Scilly to Covent Garden 
is difficult to answer satisfactorily, 
but thd trade has assumed propor- 
tions which its originator could not 
have dreamed of. When ho looked 
around his ^'arden and picked a few 
handfuls of flowers with the inten- 
tion of sending them to market as 
an e.vperiinen*, he little thought that 
witliin 20 years the flower trade 
would be the most prosperous trade 
which bad ever been known in Scilly. 

Now everir farmer is a grower of 
flowers (vhicb as a rule means nar 
ciasi and daffodils) oo a large scale, 
and almost every individual house- 
ht^er, if be can get a garden, has one. 
I say if he can get a garden, for in 
Sdlly every available piece of ground 
is used as a garden, and if from any 
eaose one is given op, a number of 
would-be tenants apply to the lord 
proprietor for it. Sometimes a piece 
of a farm may be divided up into gar- 
dens, and those who are fortunate 
enough to get a portion immediately 
set to worlc and plant hedges oC ve- 
roalca, escallania tit etionymus, or 
put up wooden fences at stated dis- 
tances apart, to make shelter for the 
flowers which are to come. 

In S''illy it would be hopeless for 
anyone to think of growing,' flowers 
unless ho had first provided shelter 
for them, for every wind sweeps the 
island and protection from storms 
is absolutely necessary. On the 
other hand (and this no doubt is the 
secret of the success with which the 
flowers are grown there), the eqtia- 
bility of the temperature i.s rem^rlc- 
able, severe frost heincr almostiln- 
known. The flower gardeus divided 
into these squares by the hedoes 
have ft quaint and pleasing apuplr- 
anoe. A* • rule, eabh square patch 
is devoted to one variety of flower, 
though inost of the larger growers 
have many squares of each sort, 
especially of the older kinds, such as 
Scilly white, solei d'or, ornatus, etc. 

The flower season begins about 
Christmas, when a few small con- 
signments find their way into the 
markets and are usually sold at ^ood 
prices, especially if the Fr^h 
flowers have not yet made an ap- 
pearance. From this time up to the 
end of May, flowers in larger or 
smaller quantities are sent by every 
steamer, the busiest time being, as a 
rule, during March and April. 

Besides the narcissi and daffodils, 
marguerites, gladioli, arum lilies, 
the scarlet anemone fulgeus, white 
single stocks and wall-flowers are 
grown in large quantities. The 
white and yellow niar^'uerite bushes 
attain dimensions which would 
astonish people who grow them in 
pots under glass.

Maggiort Itnd Mosso, as well as 
Wedensky and others, find that 
the blood of a fatigued animal be ii 
jeoted into another animal that is 
fresh and unfatigued, all the phe- 
nomena of fatigue will be pro- 
duced, Sftys Popular Science N'cws.
